Gehrig  was  the  greatest  first  baseman  ever  and  a  key  compo¬ 
nent  in  the  Yankee  legend.  He  and  Cy  Young  hold  the  last  two 
“unbreakable”  records;  Gehrig’s  2,130  consecutive  games 
played  has  never  been  approached,  and  in  fact  the  two  longest 
such  streaks  since  then,  combined  don’t  even  match  his  mark. 
In  1927,  when  he  was  moved  to  the  cleanup  spot  and  had  Bob 
Meusel  protecting  him  in  the  order  that  became  known  as 
Murder’s  Row,  Gehrig  put  up  big  numbers  for  the  first  time. 

In  1934,  Gehrig  won  the  Triple  Crown  with  49  HR,  165 
RBI,  and  a  .363  BA.  He  was  also  bothered  more  and  more  by 
lumbago;  in  1934  he  had  suffered  an- attack  on  the  field  and 
had  to  be  carried  off.  He  was  quite  aware  of  his  consecutive 
game  streak,  as  were  manager  Joe  Me  Carthy  and  the  writ¬ 
ers.  The  next  day  he  was  penciled  in  the  lineup  as  the  leadoff 
hitter,  listed  as  shortstop.  Hardly  able  to  stand,  he  singled, 
and  Red  Rolfe  pinch  ran  for  him  and  finished  the  game  at 
shortstop.  He  kept  his  streak  going  through  the  years  despite 
a  broken  thumb,  a  broken  toe,  back  spasms,  and  lumbago, 
stoically,  in  fact  proudly,  playing  through  the  pain. 

Gehrig  was  overshawdowed  by  Ruth  for  as  long  as  Ruth 
was  a  Yankee.  Gehrig  was  great,  Gehrig  was  consistent,  Ge¬ 
hrig  was  a  role  model-  but  Ruth  was  larger  than  life. 

On  July  4,  1939,  Lou  Gehrig  Day  was  held  at  Yankee  Sta¬ 
dium.  It  may  be  the  most  famous  ceremony  in  baseball  histo¬ 
ry,  with  Gehrig’s  assertion  that  “today,  I  consider  myself  the 
luckiest  man  on  the  face  of  the  earth”-  an  unforgettable  state¬ 
ment.  The  waiting  period  for  the  new  Hall  of  Fame  was 
waived,  and  he  was  admitted  in  1939.  He  spent  his  last  two 
years  of  life  working  for  New  York  Mayor  Fiorello  LaGuardia, 
and  died  on  June  2,  1941.

To  the  Gehrig  collector—  This  trophy  could  be  the  highest 
profile  presentation  piece  you  could  ever  obtain  on  him!  When 
Mrs.  Gehrig  died  all  baseball  pieces  in  her  estate  were  donat¬ 
ed  to  the  Baseball  Hall  of  Fame.  Excellent  condition.

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Lou  Gehrig  High  School  Trophy.  In  1920  the  New  York 
Daily  News  sponsored  Lou  Gehrig’s  high  school  baseball  team 
(Commerce  H.S.)  to  a  match  with  Lane  Tech  H.S.  of  Chicago. 
The  game  took  place  on  June  28th  at  Wrigley  Field.  In  that 
game,  Gehrig  got  only  one  hit,  but  it  was  a  monstrous,  game¬ 
winning,  grand  slam  that  came  in  the  ninth  inning.  The  New 
Yorkers  were  leading  8-6  with  two  out  and  the  bases  loaded 
when  Gehrig  placed  a  fast  ball  over  the  right  field  wall  to 
make  the  final  score  12-6. 

This  championship  trophy  stands  8-1/2”  high  and  features 
a  baseball  player  in  mid-swing  atop  a  1-3/4”  baseball  stand  on 
a  4-3/4”  wooden  base.  The  inscription  on  the  base  reads  “1920 
Lou  Gehrig  Best  Hitter”  with  the  Chicago  and  New  York  high 
schools’  names  engraved  on  each  side. 

The  first  account  of  this  trophy  appeared  in  Sports  Collec¬ 
tors  Digest  on  February  2,  1988.  A  copy  of  that  article,  plus 
detailed  accounts  of  the  game,  supporting  documentation, 
and  photos  are  presented  neatly  in  a  three-ring  binder. 

Never  before  has  an  award  of  Lou  Gehrig’s  been  available 
from  such  an  early  stage  in  his  career.  (From  Commerce  High 
School  he  graduated  to  become  a  star  at  Columbia  University, 
and  then  went  on  to  the  New  York  Yankees.)  Possibly  the  first 
trophy  ever  awarded  this  outstanding  athlete! 

The  trophy,  made  of  pot  metal,  has  developed  a  natural  pa¬ 
tina.

A 
prime  contender  for  the  title  Greatest  Manager  Ever,  Sten¬ 
gel’s  pre-eminence  came  from  steering  the  N.Y.  Yankees  to 
ten  pennants  and  seven  World  Championships  between  1949 
and  1960.  His  quotes,  delivered  in  a  personal  manner  that 
humorists  have  dubbed  “Stengelese,”  are  remembered  for 
their  practicality  and  their  humor,  as  well  as  for  their  gut- 
busting  long-windedness. 

In  1949,  Stengel  had  the  good  fortune  to  inherit  a  team  al¬ 
ready  considered  a  powerhouse,  the  Yankees.  (Remember,  it 
included  the  immortal  Joe  DiMaggio.)  We  are  pleased  to 
present  Casey  Stengel’s  World  Championship  ring  from  1949, 
his  first  Yankee  championship  and,  as  Robert  Creamer  so  cor¬ 
rectly  pointed  out  in  the  autobiography  he  wrote  on  Casey’s 
life,  “it  was  the  biggest  thrill  in  his  60  year  career  in  profes¬ 
sional  baseball.”

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Mickey  Mantle  1956  N.Y.  Yankee  World  Series  Ring. 

When  Joe  DiMaggio  retired  in  1951,  Mickey  Mantle  took  over 
in  centerfield,  and  he  played  the  position  from  1952  to  1966. 
Mantle  was  a  multi-talented  threat.  He  drove  in  runs  with 
enormous  power  from  either  side  of  the  plate.  He  got  on  base 
by  hitting  well  for  average  and  drawing  more  than  100  walks 
in  each  of  10  seasons.  And  he  scored  runs  with  his  excellent 
speed,  stealing  as  many  as  21  bases  in  a  season  (1959).  over¬ 
all,  he  scored  more  runs  than  he  drove  in  (1,677  to  1,509),  a 
rarity  among  power  hitters.  When  slugging  outfielder  Roger 
Maris  joined  the  Yankees,  he  and  Mickey  became  known  as 
the  M&M  Boys.”  The  two  got  into  a  friendly  home  run  duel  in 
1961,  which  culminated  in  Maris  breaking  Babe  Ruth’s  60- 
homer  record  by  one.  Mantle  had  54,  but  again,  as  happened 
frequently  in  his  career,  physical  problems  hampered  him. 
Mantle  played  on  12  pennant  winners  and  seven  World 
Championship  clubs.  He  holds  World  Series  records  for  home 
runs  (18,  RBI  (40),  runs  (42),  walks  (43),  extra  base  hits  (26) 
and  total  bases  (123). This  1956  World  Series  ring  represents 
Mantle’s  emergence  as  a  superstar.  He  was  the  greatest 
switch  hitter  in  the  history  of  baseball  and  one  of  its  biggest 
drawing  cards.  He  hit  .353  that  year  with  52  home  runs  and 


130  RBI  to  win  the  Triple  Crown  Award.  It  was  the  first  of 
three  straight  years  that  he  led  the  league  in  runs  scored 
(132).  He  received  numerous  awards  for  his  accomplish¬ 
ments,  including  the  Hickock  Belt  as  the  top  athlete  of  the 
year.  Mantle  capped  the  year  with  three  homers  in  the  World 
Series,  one  in  Don  Larsen’s  perfect  game,  in  which  he  also 
made  a  saving  defensive  play.  The  ring  is  made  by  the  Balfour 
Co.  and  is  14K.  Centered  with  a  stunning  two  carat  diamond 
on  the  face,  it  is  framed  by  “New  York  Yankees  World  Cham¬ 
pions.”  ”1956”  is  raised  and  embossed  on  each  side,  with 
“Mickey  C.  Mantle”  deeply  engraved  inside  the  shank. 

Exceedingly  important  documentation  supports  rightful 
ownership.  This  ring  represents  Mickey  Mantle’s  greatest 
and  most  memorable  year  in  baseball.  In  fact,  he’s  just  au¬ 
thored  a  book  solely  on  his  1956  season!  On  trying  to  establish 
an  estimated  value  on  this  most  important  baseball  treasure, 
we  speculate  that  if  a  1927  Babe  Ruth  or  Lou  Gehrig  World 
Series  ring  were  to  be  auctioned,  a  figure  of  one  million  dol¬ 
lars  could  be  the  result.

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Joe  (Joseph  Louis  Barrow)  (1914-1981).  American  boxer. 
Known  as  the  “Brown  Bomber,”  Louis  was  the  heavyweight 
champion  of  the  world  from  1937-49  and  the  youngest  fighter 
ever  to  win  the  crown.  He  defended  his  title  25  times,  scoring 
21  knockouts  against  his  challengers,  in  his  lifetime,  he  was 
beaten  only  three  times  in  71  professional  bouts  (only  once  by 
knockout,  in  1938  by  Max  Schmeling).  He  retired  undefeated 
in  1949. 

Joe  Louis  was  one  of  the  greatest,  most  colorful  boxers  in 
modem  history.  Only  Jack  Dempsey  and  John  L.  Sullivan 
compared  to  him  in  popularity  and  ability.  This  Alabama- 
born  boxer  who  first  saw  the  light  of  day  on  May  13, 1914,  and 
whose  father,  “Mun”  Barrow,  was  a  cotton  picker,  was  a  pu¬ 
gilistic  symphony  with  a  tempo  geared  to  bring  him  across 
the  ring  with  all  the  grace  of  a  gazelle  and  the  cold  fury  of  an 
enraged  mountain  lion.  He  combined  excellent  harmony  of 
movement  with  crushing  power  stored  in  each  hand. 

His  career  will  be  remembered  forever.  The  Brown  Bomber 
did  everything  expected  of  a  champion.  He  pulverized,  para¬ 
lyzed,  or  poked  his  way  beyond  a  larger  number  of  challeng¬ 
ers  than  any  heavyweight  king  who  wore  the  Royal  Robe  be¬ 
fore  him. 

He  lacked  the  technique  of  the  masterful  Johnson,  the  pow¬ 
erful  offense  of  Jeffries  from  a  crouching  position,  the  sinking 
body  clouts  of  Freckled  Bob  Fitzsimmons,  the  beautiful  ring 
science  of  Jim  Corbett  and  the  speed  of  Dempsey  in  carrying 
the  fight  to  an  opponent.  But  he  forged  together  the  assets  of 
these  great  ringmen  in  addition  to  a  mighty  punch  to  roll  up 
the  largest  string  of  success  ever  attained  by  a  heavyweight 
champion.  Long  before  he  retired,  the  Bomber’s  place  among 
ring  immortals  had  become  a  topic  of  world-wide  discussion. 


Louis  brought  back  to  boxing  life  and  color  that  was  sadly 
needed,  and  when  he  had  no  more  worlds  to  conquer,  he  re¬ 
tired. 

In  his  rise  to  fame  he  faced  the  good  and  mediocre,  and  in 
his  entire  career  he  lost  only  three  contests:  his  knockout  by 
Schmeling  before  he  became  a  title  holder,  and  his  loss  to  Ez- 
zard  Charles  and  knockout  by  Rocky  Marciano  after  he  made 
his  comeback  attempt. 

This  is  the  one  and  only  official  Heavyweight  Champion¬ 
ship  belt  presented  to  Joe  Louis  by  the  RING-  publisher  of 
the  famed  Boxing  Magazine. 

The  belt  spans  40”  long  and  was  produced  by  Everlast-  the 
famed  company  that  makes  boxing  gloves,  punching  bags  and 
other  pugilist  supplies.  The  base  of  the  belt  is  a  colorful  red, 
white  and  blue  silk  with  yellow  trimming.  Leather  belt  buckle 
adjustments  attach  at  each  end.  Three  ornate  10  carat  plated 
medallions  underline  the  importance  of  this  event.  The  pri¬ 
mary  frontispiece  is  a  5x7”  shield  boasting  our  National  Flag 
and  its  colors  inlaid  in  enamel,  guarded  by  the  proud  Eagle  of 
Liberty,  wings  spread.
